• This Office Action is in response to applicant's arguments filed after final rejection, on March 3, 
2004. 

• The terminal disclaimer filed on March 3, 2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date of US patent 
6,157,488 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

• Claims 8-15, 36-38, 40, 42-48, and 52 are pending in this application, wherein claims 8-15, 17- 
34, 37-38 and 43-48 are drawn to non-elected invention, therefore have been withdrawn from 
consideration. 

Examiner's Amendment

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Of the prior art references 
considered, none has disclosed a diffractive optical element that is comprised of three optical regions 
made of optical materials that are transparent to the light having wavelength of interest wherein a first and 
a second relief patterns of identical pitch are formed at boundary surface between the first and second and

the second and third optical regions respectively. The relief patterns are aligned in the manners set forth 
in the claims and the refractive indices of the optical regions and the factor for characterizing the 
thickness of the diffractive optical element are set forth in the claims.
